Information Disclosure Statement

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Ngan 
(5,961,793). See figures 1 and 2, and accompanying text. 

(Applicant note: the limitation "adapted to enhance the plasma uniformity" as 
noted in lines 2-3 is merely intended use language and does not add any appreciable 
weight to the claim.) 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-18, 20 and 26-36 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. The prior art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or 
render obvious, at least to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding a process 
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of depositing a thin film on a device by CVD, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, as recited in each of independent claims 1, 18, 20 and 27.
